Synod of Miuoari-Mew School—Action 
OA the dnestion of Slavery. 
Synod of Miooari conrâto of four Free-: 
^teriea, thirty nme Miniifers and fifty "even 
Churches. This body held ita snaual sesaion 
last week, in the North Pr^byierian ChuTcfa^ 
(Rct* Mr. Parks) and was opened with an ei- 
cdlgDt sermon by Rev Mr. Glenn of Tabo.— 
I^M-e was present only a tolerable repreaenta- 
tion of Ministera and Elder? of that branch of 
(he Church io the State. - Eight or nine 
mioiuâcs fiom otber badiei be'iDj; present 
invited to sit as corresponding members. Among 
them, wo noticed Rev. Drs. Anderson, MePh^- 
ters and Peabody, of this city, Rev. Dr. Thorn- 
ton A. Mills Of New York city, and Rev. J. J. 
Porter, of the Union Church, who Feems to be 
"in transitu between the Presbyteries of Huf 
falò and St. Louis, and so was not a regular 
member of Synod. 


The usual routine of business wns atton Jed to, 
such as hearing reports of the condition of the 
churches, granting aid to the feeble chnrclief, 
the education of ministers, &c. Dr. Milln, by 
invitation, addressed the Synod on tlic sijl»ject of 
education. 


But »lie matter whicli mair.ly occupied the 
time of the Synod was its relation to theGenoral 
Assembly in view of its action in Cleveland in 
May last. This came up under the report of 
the Committe(?on the Assembly's minutes. Rev 
Mr. Glenn, Chairman, stated that thi Committ:e 
being fully aware of the diversity of sentiment ! 
which prevailed, found it difficult to make such 
a report as wood harmonize the body. Some 
were for adhering to the Assembly, some for 
going with the Southern secession, and some to 
the Old School Assembly. The Committee 
were desirous, if possible, of holding to Synod 
together, and would therefore recommend the 
following action, by way of compromise, and a.s 
the only thing which in their judgment would 
accomplish the result. ''In view of the action 
of thè late General Assembly on the sulject of 
slavery. 


Resolved, That this Synod does withdraw 
from the Assenibly, and will not send up its re- 
cords. 


Resolved, That we cannot go with the Rich- 
mond Convention, but will remain an indepen- 
dent Synod, until the providence ofGod shall seem 
to make clear our way of duty."'^ 
This report was signed by three of the Com- 
mittee, Another report was read, signed by two. 
recommending adherenco to the Assembly Tlibse 
reports called out an able and ample discussion, 
in which nearly all the members participât . 
The motion to accept the majority report and 
adopt the first resolution, was passed by a vrte 
of seventeen to ten. The result having been 
reached, the second resolution passed unanimous- 
ly- 


This branch of the Presbyterian Church in 
this State, therefore, resolves to stand by itself 
for the present, and attend to its own conceins.
